cheie Turnes, their Stewardes of L erted ald Liberties in theit-Courts, 
( vnto which A ſsiſes, Seſtions, and Courts, the greater number of people 
being aboue the age of xij yeeres are hound to reſorte) ſhould not only 
openly declare what Lawes and Statutes haue bin made for the puniſh» 
ment of ſeuerall great offenełs, but alſoiſnhbuld execute the paines and 
penalties of the ſame vpon the ttanſgreſſors thereof: that the chaffiſe - 
ment 
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ment ofſome might be to others a learning to know the ſame Lawes, and 
alſo a warning to them to auoid the danger thereof. And further they 
haue foreſeene, that ſome ſpecial ſtatutes, which be moſt dangerous and 
into the perill whereofthe ignorant people are likeſt to ſlide, ſhould be 
openly read in the foreſaid Courts, that the hearers thereof ſhould not 
onely vnderſtand themſelues, but alſo inſtruct their neighbors at home; 
of thoſe moſt Penall Lawes, and of the great daungers thereof. And for

King H. 6. enioyned euery Sherife vpon a great pain, that he ſhould foure 1. Hf. 2. 
times euery yere through his Baily wick, proclaime certaine ſtatutes pro- 20. H. 5. ö. 
vided for Purueiors. King H. 8. commaunded, that the ſtatute made for 33. H· . 5. 


the maintenance of Artillerie and debarring of vnlawfull Games, ſhould 
be openly proclaimed euery quarter once, by all Maiors, Bailifes,Sherifes 
and other head Officers: And that Iuſtices of Gaole deliuerie, Iuſtices of 
Aſſiſe, and Iuſtices of Peace, ſhould cauſe the ſame to be proclaimed in 


the Seſſions holden before them. Queene M. provided that the ſtatute 1. M. 12. 


made againſt ynlawfull and rebellious Aſſemblies, ſhould be publiſhed 
at euery Quarter ſeſſions, and at every Leete and Lawday, And our ſo- 


ueraigne Ladie Queene Eliz. hath by authoritie of Parliament eſtabli- 3. El.r. 


ſhed, that the ſtatute ordained for the aſſurance of her Maieſties Royall 
power ouer all ſtates and ſubiects within her Dominions, ſhould be o- 
penly declared at euery Quarter ſeſſions, and at euery Leete and Law- 
day, and once in every Terme in the open Hall of euery houſe of Court, 
and Chancery. So that in the place of Praier, inthe place of luſtice, and in 
the place of ſeeking our priuate commoditie, our Princes haue deuiſed 
to ſound into our eares, and to imprint into our memory, the effect of the 
foreſaid Lawes, with the fruits that be promiſed tothe obſeruers, and the 
puniſhments which be threatned to the infringers thereof. And ſome- 
time, finding time, to worke forgetfulneſſe, or their lenitie to encourage 
ſlacknes in their ſubiects of due obſeruance of ſome ſpeciall Statutes, 
they doe with a fatherly care by Commiſſion, Proclamation, or ſome o- 
ther meanes, gently put them in remembrance thereof, requeſting, per- 
ſwading, and as it were vpon their bleſſing charging them, that they 
would do their parts of good children, and obediently obſerue thoſe or- 
dinarices which were decreed by their owne, or their anceſters conſent, 
Beſides all this, they haue cauſed to be Printed the foreſaid Statutes with 
their Preambles, declaring the ſpecial conſiderations of the making of a 


new, abrogating, altering, or reforming an olde Law, to the intent that 
euery one which defireth to know, may read, and thereby perceive the 
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cauſe, and contents ofthe ſame. So that our worthy Princes haue plaied 
the part of Gods good Lieutenants in theſe their Regions, they haue 
laide a foundation of all their Statutes & decrees, the word & euerlaſting 
Teſtament of the Almightie, they haue vſed thoſe Lawes ofthe Romanes, 
Grecians,Saxons, Normans, and other Countreis, which be moſt correſ- 
pondent tothe ordinances of God,conſonanttoreaſon and agreeable to 
che inclination of their SubieRs , they haue indeuoured themſelues fur- 
ther to publiſh them, then ingrauing in braſſe, or writing in ſtone, ſetled 
in one place certaine, can doe. Whereby is plainly declared, not only 
their great foreſight to make good Lawes, but alſo tlieir ſpeciall care to 
notifie the ſame, that ignorance might not excuſe offenders, nor want of 
notice, lead awry ſuch as are willing to liue in order. But becauſe the Go- 
uernours of this ſtate, from time to time carefull to prouide ſuch Lawes, 
as were moſt commodious for the weale publique, haue bin enforced to 
trie many, to continue diuers, to alter & reforme ſome, according to the 
diſpoſition of the wauering minded people, fertilitie ofthe ſoyle, quiet- 
neſſe ofthe gouernment, friendſhip ofthe Regions adioyning, and other 
accidents and circumſtances wherunto our humane nature is ſubiect, by 
that neceſſarie meanes our ſtatute Lawes are growen to be many , ſome 
much differing, and ſome meere contrary and repugnant to others: For 
ſithence the time of King H. 3. (in the ninth yere of whoſe raigne Magna 
Charta the firit Statute that we haue in print, was made) there haue bin a 
great number of Statutes written, ſome in Latin, ſome in French, ſome 
ordeined to be in force for one Kings time, ſome for an other, ſome re- 
pealed in part, & confirmed in part, ſome repealed by eſpecial, and ſome 
by generall words, (as by three branches of three ſeuerall Statutes, there 
be at the leaſt r 20. other Statutes and branches of Statutes repealed.) So 
that time hath wrought triall, much triall hath procured a number, a 
number prouided at ſeuerall times, by ſeuerall perſons, and to ſeuerall 
endes, hath brought in ſome queſtion which be in force, and which not, 
and thereby imprinteth feare to many willing mindes to read, & diſcou- 
ragement to vnderſtand thoſe Lawes, which otherwiſe they would in 
their knowledge imbrace, & in their deedes obey. Whereupon conſide- 
ring witli my ſelfe, how careful our Princes haue bin in all ages to prouide 
good Lawes, ho mindfull to publiſh them, & how deſirous to ſee them 
obſerued: And againe remembring how iĩoyfull euery good Subiect is 
of good Lawes — ready to learne them, and how obedient to exe- 
cute them, andthat the Prince and the Subiects doing their eee 
time (the beginner , increaſer, and ſubuerter of humane policies) hat 
wrought ſome defects, and procured ſome difficultie in vnderſtanding 
of our Statute Lawes, euer meant to be moſt plaine & eaſie to conceiue: 


I therefore (Right worſhipfull ) haue yndertaken to publiſh in our Eng- 


Ih tongue, che molt effectual Statutes which be generall, and at this day 
HY 9 V 5 in force 
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in force and vie; together with thoſe Statutes which do limit the auto- 
fitie and duetie of luſtices of Peace, Shirifes, and certaine other neceſſa- 
rie Magiſtrates, and which do teatch them how to rule, and how to obey. 
Wherein my meaning in the beginning of mine interpriſe, was to ſet 
downe no other Statutes , but hich be to all, or at the leaſt , to ſome 
intents in force, & not any, which either be wholie repealed, or wherof 
the vſe to all intents is taken away, hauing an earneſt deſire, and a ſpeciall 

ood will to collect all thoſe Statutes, and branches of Statutes, which 
be receiued as Law and in force at this day, and none but which be in 


force and allowed for Law. But ſithence Salomon himſelfe proclai- Eccles. 8. 


meth, that mans wiſedome is vnperfect, and his knowledge in each Sci- 
ence vncertaine: Therefore I being vtterly deſtitute ofthat wiſedome, 
and but of flender knowledge in the Lawes wherein I deale, neither 
may doe, nor will preſume to thinke that by any meanes 1 am able to 
perfourme my deſired interpriſe,or to bring to perfection this ſo wai gh- 
tie a matter, and ſo intricate a cauſe: For though I may ſay with Saint 


Paul, Nabil mihi conſcius ſum , I know not what I haue miſtaken, or 1-Cotin.4, 


wherein] haue erred : yet will I not dare to report, or be incouraged 
to affirmè, that my worke is perfect, or that I haue fully perfourmed my 
Title, and long wiſhed attempt: And for that cauſe, ſtanding in doubt 


vhether I were beſt to conceale many trueths, or aduenture to report 


ſome errors: The learned Philoſopher M. Tullius whiſpered in mine 
eare, Quod falls, decipi, crrare, humanum elt, and telling me, (ſo farre 
as his prophane knowledge extended ) to hat vſe Iwas borne, and 
to whoſe benefite I ſhould liue, he preſſed me to hazard ſome part of 
my credite to doe my Countrey and Countreymen good, auowin g by 


all his gods that if the valiant Horatius Cocles had not aduentured his Liu. dec. r. 
life, and the lingring Q. Fabius his honour, for the benefite of their lib. z. 
Countrey, it is like that Rome, and the name of Romanes had bin cleere Liu. dec. 3. 
extinct long time before the Romane Monarch began. But as it hath 888 


pleaſed you (Right worſhipfull ) for the zeale you — vnto luſtice, 
the care you haue of your Countrey, and the good will you owe vnto 
euery good Subiect, to be a furtherer of all honeſt and vertuous 
proceedings, and amongſt others to encourage me in this my trauell, 
and to aſsiſt me with your ſage aduice: ſo if in continuing your ſaid af- 
fection, you will vouchſafe to become amongſt vs, an other Justinian, 

you ſhall doubtleſſe find Tribonian and many of his fellowes ready with 

reverence to attempt your wholeſome directions, and execute your law- 

full deuices, and willing not onely to remoue thoſe imperfections, vhich 

by my weaknes of iudgement, or ſlac knes of conſideration haue hapned 
in this Treatiſe, but alſo to poliſn and reforme the neceſſarie works of 
ſeuerall wiſe and learned men in the Lawes of this Realme, wherin time 
hath wrought ſome defects. And as experiẽ ce, & diuers writers do tell _

our Engliſh Lawes ſhall rule them. And as we, which no enioy the be- 
nefits of your trauaile in place of Iuſtice, do worthily eſteeme you 
being living , ſo ſhall our poſteritie yet vnborne, taſting the
